THE “SCENE IN PARLLAMENT. 


PASSER. 


London, August 6 

The scene in the House of Commons during the Irish 
debate lasted for some time, Mr. Devlin speaking nominally 
on a point of order, but his spaech was teally a vehement denuncia- 
tion of the Government, the Bilt and the procedure adopied. He 
declined to take any notice of the Chairman, and at one point both 
were on their feet together, while loud cries of “Ordar! and 
Opposition eonnter-cries made it impossible to hear their remarks. 

Finally, in a fall, the Chairman ordered Mr. Devlin to withdraw, 
He declined to do so, and the Dapaty Sargeant-at-Arms approached 
him and formally requested him to leave. Mr. Devlin was still 
pbdurate, whereupon the Chairman “named” him and sent for the 
Speaker, after which Mr. Shortt, the Home Secretary, maved his 
suspension. . 

Prior to the scene. the House rejected. by 216 votes to 6S, an 
amendment limiting the operation of the Bill to a year after the 
termination of the war or after the passing of the Act. . 

Sir Hamar Greenwood said it was impussible to limit the 
duration of the Bill until order was restored in Ireland, but he hoped 
it would be possible to repeal it before the period suggested. He 
emphasised that the Bill only applied to parts of Ireland in which 
the Irish Exeentiva opined that special tribunals were necessary. 
Ho most sincerely desired to carry on without the application of 
this drastic measure. except where it was essential. 

Replying to a suggestion that the Bill for an indefinite period 
would cause misapprehension in the Dominions and tha Unitéd 
States, Sir Hamar Greenwood opined that the Dominions znd the 
Tnited States had such an intimate knowledge of the Irish, situation 
that the Bill would in no wise perturb them. 

The Bill was passed a third time by 206 votes to 15.

, : London, Aug. 5 

In the Honse.cf Commons, Mr. Bonar Law, moving the guillotine 
on the motion providing for the psasage of the Restoration of Order 
in Ireland Bil by to-morrow evening, deprecated the feeling of despair 
about the possibility of remedying existing conditions. These could 
not be warse thar in 1833 afte: which civilized conditions were 
restored in Ireland. - 

The motion was adopted after which Sir Hamar Greenwood 
moved the second reading of the Bill He explained that it was 
Grafted in June bat was held back to see how the Assize Courts would 
fonstion in July. Events showed that one of the principal reasons 
why they did aot function waa the failure of jurors to respond 
to their anmmonses owing to intimidation. It was this failure which 
mainly made the present Bill essential.

Mr. Lloyd George, who was tremendously cheered, said it was 
useless to make iJl-considered and vague suggestions of Dominion 
Home Rule. He challenged Mr. Asquith to name anyone in Ireland 
able to speak authoritatively on behalf of the Irish xko would accept 
it. He pointed ont that the Sinn Fein’ members of the House of 
Commons, headed by De Valera, definitely stated that ther woald. 
not accep! it. They’ declared that they would not be satisSed with 
anything less than a repoblic. He accused Mr. Asquith of shirking 
the situation and pressed him to produce authority jor his statement 
that the’ Irish would become law-abiding if Dominion Home Rule 
was granted (Lood cheers). Continuing, he asked if assassination 
of policemen, intimidation, murder and outrage were to be permitted 
to continue without protection merely because one ‘member of the 
House, however distinguished, expressed an opinion inauppori of which 
it conld. He could not quote a single tittle of evidence from Ireland. 
The giving of Dominion Home Rule would involve an armoy and navy. 
He said that every Dominion had an army, 2nd if they had not a navy 
jt was becanse they had nos established one under the full powers 
they possessed. He aaked if ail the Irish ports were to be controlled 
by the Irish Parliament? He ceclared that the Irish ports were the 
most dangerous spots in the Empire, Replying to the criticism by

Llosd George pointed to the existence of the Irish republican army 
uwhich issued decrees signed by Generals and Captains and declared it- 
self at war with the British Erspire. They could therefore not complain 
jf war conditions were being applied. Continuing he stated that if 
any authority who was able to show that he possessed the confidence 
of -lrishmen apbmitted definite proposals as regards the Government 
of Ireland which were within the clear limitations the Prime 
Minister recently laid down thra the Government would consider such 
proposals. Great Britain was prepared to make great concessions for 
peace, goodwill and partnership (Cheers). He contended there was 
nobedy who thaaght dominion Home Rule could be established with- 
ont reservations affecting the forces of the Crown, the dejence of the 
ports in question and the futore position of Ulster. 

It was useless to shut the eyes to the Jundamenzal fact that no 
proposal which the Government was able to present «as acceptable 
to any Party with authority to speak for Ireland.

In the meantime, it was Parliament’s duty to protect 
from massacre the people who were sent to guard life, establish law, 
god maintain the authority of the Empire.

“CALCULATED ATTEMPT 
AT PROFITEERING.” 


Evidence on the world-shortage 
ef soda was given by a Board of 
Trade official at a sitting of tha 
Wholesale Tribunal in London to 
hear complaints by wholesale 
firms respecting salea and offers 
of sales of common washing 
soda. 

Ths first case was that of the 
General Bottle’ Company, Ken- 
ningten, whose complaint was 
that Messrs. May and Baker, 
Limited. of Batterses, had offered 
to supply washing soda at lis. 
per cwt. the contention being 
that. this was an unreason- 
abla~ price. The explanation 
was that Messrs. May and Baker 
did not deal in ordinary washing 
soda, but only in the superior 
quality of material used for 
pharmaceutical purposes, and 
that it was for this maceria! that 
the offer to supply applied. 

fr. J. F. Roneca, principal staff 
officer in the Department of In- 
dustries and Manofacture, Board 
of Trade, said that there was 4 
world shortage of soda, which 
was required by manufacturers 
of sods and glass, and by 
the textile industries, Owing 
to the shortage | there 
was competition for the seda be- 
tween the big industries, The 
Baard of Trade were of opinion 
thatthe housewife could better 
stand the shortaze chan the 
manniacturers. Ifthe latter did 
not obtain their supplies there 
would be unemployment and 
shortage in other goods. The 
Board of Trade bad known that 
soda was being bought up and 
dealt in at fairly big prices.

‘BRITAIN’S HOUSING AND OURS, 


Whilst we in Hongkong are still hoping for enough houses to 
live in, the authorities in England have not been letting grass grow 
under their fee: lately and the Old Country is jus? now in the throes 
of a building campaign that bids fair to end the housing shortage in 

~ few years. “We notice that the two predominant conclusions to be 
_ drawn from the great inter-Allied Housing and Town Planning 
Conference, which was recently held in London and at whieh 
delegates rapresenting twenty-five nztionalities were present, are, 
firstly, that the house famine is cniversally acute. and, secondly, 
. that in spite of the long discussions upon such subjects es labour 
troubles. State or private enterprise. details of planning aod so on, 
at the root of the solation of the housing problem lies the urgent 
necessity of the rapid supply of vast quantities of building materials 
sod manufactures. When the true import is realised of such a 
statement a9 thas made by Senator Hinck, head of the Belgian 
National Housing Society, that in Belginm alone 100,000 homes were 
destroyed during the war, while the stoppage of building operations 
during the same period -had resulted in a further deficit of £20,000 
houses. the stupendous nature of the problem will be easily under- 
stood net only in the number of houses required, but more Particu- 
larly as to the prodoction of sufficient materials with which to build 
them. The note of most of the speeches of overseas delegates at 
the conference was edmiration for British achievement. One 
of the foreign ‘visitors expressed the opinion that the 
grea: developments of housing work in England had led the 
world. Thatsuch s statement was to a great extent Justified is 
best proved by the large number of compsehensive housing schemes 
thst arein various stages of progression all over the country. 

Such hoge undertakings as that at Dagenham, where the London 
County Council, whove total expenditure on housing will, it is 

, estimated, exceed five and a half millions of money, are providing 
39,000 houses, and similar big schemes now in progress at Manches- 
ter. Liverpool. Birmingham, Newcastle, Glasgow, Ediabargh, 
Dundse. Cardiff. and other important cities and towne, 
all indicate that the public anthoritics of Great Britain 
arc tarkling the housing problem in no half-hearted manner. One 
finds confizmation of this fact in one of the recent reports published 
by the Housing Department of the Ministry of Health. This show- 
ed that the total number of schemes submitted by tocal authorities 
and public utility societies is now 10,292 (70.900 acres). Schemes 
approved row “number 6,569 (49,250 acres). One hundred and 
seventeen lay-out schemes were submitted and 80 approved, briog- 
ing the total submitted to 4,623 and number approved to 4,045. 
House plans representing 2,110 houses were submitted, and plans 
for 2,667 houses approved. The total number of houses represented 
in all the plans now submitted is 204,963, and in the plans approved 
192,167. Tenders were submitted for 5,645 houses. Tenders for 
3,905 were approved, bringing the total submitted to 125,283 and the 
‘total approved to 105,505. It is estimated that nearly 3,000 houses 

- beve now been completed by local authorities and public utility 

. societies, while 2 Jarge number are in an advanced state of erection. 
We have also perused details. of some of these schemes sad it is 
encoursging to find that in one of the biggest e house containing 
living room and scullery with bath on the ground floor and with 
three bedrooms on the first floor is being built st & cost that will 
allow of a reital of from 10s, to. lls. 6d. For 14s. 6d. aweeks 
family will obtain a house containing living room, parlour, spara 
bedroom or dining room, and scullery on the ground floor; three bed- 

” rooms, bathroom, with hot snd cold water lafd on, and the usual offices 
on the first floor. That isa little different to whet was at one time 
expected and can be considered well within the means of most 
artisans in these days of high wages. : 

There is great concentration on the use of reinforced concrete, 
and it seems 2a though Hongkong could well embark on the erec. 
Hom of concrete houses, as they are quicker in erection than houses 
of brick, are extraordinarily weather proof and cool. Bricks in 
England are all too scarce and when the big schemes are completed

Hf there is a belief current that 
Government servants never yet 
to know what hard work is, then 
it’s about time ik was abandoned.

Not that that 
greatly worries the scaff, for it is 
possible to get used te anything. 
The lesson to be drawn here is 
that ultra-sensitive persons 
should never join the public 
service.

There have been a number of 
enquities from Java, Burma and 
Saigon for iron and steel products 
from this market, and a good 
business has. resulted. A large 
quantity of round bars and nails 
were shipped during the past 
week tothese places, Last month 
a lot of carga was offered here by 
Japan, bat now the Japanese 
merchants are out of this market, 
as the prices in Japan have gone 
op. During the past three weeks 
the matals market has registered 
an advance of some ten 
per cent. here, and prices 
are. still, very steady. In 
galvanised sheets business 
was dono last week at $17.50 for 
a hundred pounds, against the 
quotation of $15.15 of the previous 
week. There are few stocks of 
thisin the local market. The local 
dealers have been replenishing 
thair cargo. @ firm is stated 
to have bought some fifty tons of 
galvanised sheets ten days ago, 
and this, I am told, will be 
shipped to Calcutta, Calcutta has 
presumably run short of the 


. | metal, and is, therefore, prepared 


to pay higher prices for it. Wire 
nails are ‘quoted at $16 to 
$1—oper keg. In the 
previous week wire nails were 
selling at $15.50 per keg. The 
reason for this risa is that Java 
has been buying. and a few 
thousand kegs were shipped 
there from here. The demand is 
still unsatisfied. By the s3, 
Editar. there arrived some six 
thousand kegs of wire nails from 
the United States.. Tho rising 
dollar will certainly hamper 
farther deals with Java and the 
Southern ports, for it will makes 
iron and steel goods dear for 
these countries, and the demand 
from Java and India will nos

Hongkong are fairly large, except 
in the case of certain classes. 
There are heavy stocks of steel 
platea in the thinner _ sizes, 
notably £15, 3/32 and 1/8 inch, 
but a ‘quarter to hali-inch sizes 
are scarce.

Prices in the Colony of most 
iron and steel goods are still 
below replacing cost. Steel bars 
are quoted to-day at $9.50 ta $10 
per picul for the large sizes, but 
for 1/16th, 3°32 and 1'8 inch the 
tate is $12 per pien). Wecannot 
got steel plates from England or 
Enrope at less than £40 per 
ton, which works out at todas’s 
exchange at about $12.50 to $13. 
Four kundred tons of steel bars 
have been sold to Java during 
the last three weeks. The 
demand from Java for this still 
continues, it being confined at 
present to small size bars of Kj. 
5,16 and 3% inch diameter, bat 
these small sizes are szarce ip 
Hongkong. Therefore, such « 
demand from Jara. cannot be 
satished by this market. Java, 
India end. Burma have found it 
cheaper to buy in Hongkong 
than from the United Kingdom 
or the United States as their needs 
are urgent and that is not the only 
consideration, 
already stuted they find it cheaper 
to import from Hongkong, and 
there is also the sdvantage of 
quick shipments. A good deal of 
enquiries came to the Colony 
from Manila for steel and iron 
products, but nothing bas tran- 
spired. I bear that Manila has 
purchased sbout half-s-million 
yeos* worth of iron and stee] from 
Japan. The reason why the 
enquires did not, result in 
Unsiness was because of this 
big deal that waa put 
through Japanese houses in 
the ipines. Bot Manila 
has purchased from here during 
the past fortnight about two 
hundred tons of galvanised sheets 
and steel bars.

The subject was opened on 
Friday evening, Dr. Langdon 
Down moving “ That having con- 
sidered the question of profes- 
sional secrecy more particularly 
with regard-to-veneral disease, 
the representative body reiterates 
the opinion thas medical pracci- 
tioners should mot under any 
circumstances disclose voluntari- 
ly without patient's consent 
information which he has obtain- 
ed from that patient in the 
exercise of his professional 
duties.” . 

Dr. T. R. Bradshaw. Liverpso!, 
proposed that the whole question 
be referred back to the council 
He said they bad clear ideas a3 
to what sacrecy meant, bat it was 
2 different matter to write tho-e 
ideas down and formalate them. 
He cotsidered it would be unwise 
for that body without braving a 
Jegal draftsman at their hand to 
commit the Ives towhat would 
be a cut-and-dried aad permanent 
cast-iron policy for the whole 
profession. The council, they 
hoped, would find words upon 
which the profession could agree. 

Mr. E. H. Snell, Coventry. in 
seconding, said there was ceriain- 
ly difference of opinion as to 
what a medical man should do ia 
the case of syphilis. Some be- 
lieved that nothing should be 
disclosed unless the patient con- 
sented, whilst others thought the 
man who_,declined to disclose 
ought to be shot. 

Dr. Christine Morell, London, 
a lady practitioner, expressed 
herself strongly opposed to re- 
ferring back. “If we do not 
know that what we want,” 
she said, “we cap hardly ex- 
pect the public or the Stete 
to support us. e are sb 
the parting of ways oo this 
question. If we bave not definite 
opinions we shal) be boond by 
the State and society to divulge 
practically all we know about 
patients.” Dr. Langdon Down, 
Hampton Wick, who had moved 
the reaotution, stated be would 
be prepared fo accept s reason- 
able emendment, such. as would 
define ‘the word voluntary or 
exclude the words that under no 
circumstances should disclosure 
be made. : 

Dr. Bishop. Harman, London, 
said the question of venereal 
disease made it necessary tbat 
there should be arule and aclear 
view as to what modical men 
should do.” ;

Dr. Langdon Down pointed out 
from the nature of the case they 
had a fluid, elastic, and difficul: 
set of circumstances which it was 
impossible to define in a brief 
resolution. They wanted to make 
their position such that in time af 
difficulty = man should be guided 
by common judgment and commen 
sense. 

Mr. Saohan: “Must we always 
be guided by the judgein's court?” 

Dr. Langdon Down: “IT under- 
stand voluctarily in this case 
means no; compelled by some 
authoritative body either an Act 
of Parliement or the order ofa 
court,” 

A Delegate: “In 8 criminal 
court, is a doctor bound by a@ 
patients consent? Everyone 
must recognise that conditions 
exist where it is the practitioner's 
duty todivulge. It is no use put- 
ting a piows opinion in a resolution 
and being bound by words which 
mean absolutely nothing.” 

PESALTY OF SILESCE. 

Dr. Bishop Harman. Landon, 
said ifs man was affected with 
venereal disease ‘and the doctor 
held bis peace he would be effect- 
ing somebody, else. It that case, 
if he could save persons from 
death or s life of misery and did 
not do so and that circumstance 
became known, would he not be 
Hable to have a case brought 
against him by the personinjured? 
If anybody took that action he 
would win hands down. They 
could: not say ‘that under no 
circumstance would they” not 
disclose information. He asked 
them not to be afraid of being 
illogical if there were instances 
wich need it. (Hear, hear.)
